The alleged reply couaista wholly of words. Prom fiiwt to last it la 
a quibble over minor points. Every material fact ia evaded; every ir¬ 
relevant detail is brought out.and made to do duty in the circular 
procession. , 

The essential truth of my statement has not and -will not be .de¬ 
nied. It can not be answered by personal abnae, nor exHngnished'fay 
a deluge of meaningless words. 

Suppose I were foolish enough to pose aa a "martyr^” what hu 
that to do with the case? Does it alter the fact that Mr. MitchaD, Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Tjewia used all the power of their official poaitjana to 
help the operators reduce the wrages of the miners, and this after Mr. 
Mitchell had proved conclusively that the rednetinn was “unwarranted” 
and after he had declared he would never consent to it? 

Never mind sbont the “diseased imagination,” -Sie •'cmdlfied 
martyT” and the particnlar hour of adjonnunent; ia the-above state¬ 
ment tme or is it false ? 

Mr. Jlitchell virtually admits it and his explanatiqD places him. In 
the attitude of a general on a field of battle, first aastiiing hia soldiers 
tliat their cause is just and that they must face the enemy liJte men 
and then, on the eve of the fight, turning about and saying to the 
same soldiers who had so lustily cheered him: " T have been in con¬ 
ference with the general on fhe other side and he has convinced me 
that we are taking desperate chances of heing whipped and so I advise 
that you accept the terms of the enemy and retreat from 1he.field witt- 
out a - fight.” 

.\s to the personal insinuations which are supposed to serve where 
facts fail. T regret as much as Mr. ititchell seems to enjoy the meagre- 
ness of my service to the working class, hut little as that serviM may 
amount to, I have the sati.hfaction of knowing that it is not of « quali¬ 
ty to inspire the capitalist press to convince me that I am the greatest 
labor leader on earth. 

.■\nd little as I may claim, as compared with Mr. hlitthell. Here 
is yet enough to include an almost fatal sunstroke, sustained on a<pnbHo 
highway, the only place allowed me under a federal injunctiun, while 
rallying a body of coal miners to unite in the fight for an increaso of 
wages and join the I'nited Mine Workers of America. 

Mr. Mitchell claims that I accused him of dishonesty. I deny It. 
No such charge was made by me. I am concerned with acts and facta 
and not with motives. Mr. Mitchell’s honesty is not in question. Let 
that be conceded. Results remain the same. 

Now what are the qu^ions in controversy? 

First—In my article of April 9th I incorporated a press dispatch' 
sent out by the Pittsburg Post on March fith, saying that it, the Post, 
had it upon the “best authority” that there would be no strike, that 
the miners would accept the reduction and that a two years’ contract 
would bo signed. 

The dispatih was sent out after the convention of miners at Ind¬ 
ianapolis had turned drrwn the ultimatum of the operators and a strike 
seemed so imminent that the press imiformly declared that “only a 
miracle could prevent it.” 

The predietion made in the dispatch came true to the letter. There 
was no strike, the reduction was accepted and the contract was made for 
two years. 

The dispateh was undoiihtedlv sent out on the “best authoritv.” 
It was true prophecy. Now the question is. who is the “best authori¬ 
tv” as to whether the miners will strike or not? Did the Post speak 
upon such authority? TTie outcome verifies it. ..Vgain, did the Post 
have such authority, or did it lie? The Post is friendly to Mr. Mit- 
eliell, will he say it lied? Will he have the Post name its “best au¬ 
thority”? 

T inferred that the Post's “best authority” was ilr. F. L. Robbins, 
lender af the mine owners, who lives at Pittsburg, where the Post ia 
piihlislieil, anil 1 then asked, “Did Robbins, leader of the operatora, 
have an understanding with Jlitchell, president of the miners,” and I 
answered. "11 must he admitted that it looks that way.” 

This is the point that excites the wrath of the union officials. I 
now repeat it. To me it looks that way. I cannot avoid that con¬ 
clusion. 

The only error I made was in the date of adjournment. The con¬ 
vention adjourned March 7th. not the .‘ith. Upon this point I etaad 
corrected, but it is wholly immsterisl. The eonvention refused the tilti- 
matiiin of the operators on the .Sth, the press reports saying “the vote 
was east in the face of the opposition of President Mitchell and the 
other national officers.” Next day the Post sent out ita prophetic dis- 
paleh. That is the point at issue. THE ACTION OP THE CON¬ 
VENTION JND THE PO.<5T’S PROPHETIC ANNOTTNCEMENT 
NEXT T)..\Y. The date of adjonrnment does not alter the fact an the 
smallest degree. 

“But.” says Mr. Jlitchell, "Jtr.Bobhini bad not returned to Pitta* 
burg and therefore could not have given the Post the infont tion— 
that disposes of the ‘misstatement,’" Not quite. The Post had A re¬ 
presentative at Indianapolis and there are telegraph wires between 
them.and Pittsburg. 

When I said that in my opinion there was an "under.standing” 
betw(<en Robbins and Jlitchell I simply meant what I said. The men 
are on friendlv per.sonal terms. Thers is nothing wrong about *hat. 
When “they shook hands in the presence of the delegatee and engaged 
in earnest eonversation and were loudlv applauded bv the convention,” 
there was no objection to that. 

But the miners voted down the operatora in spite of JlitcheH'i 
protest. That is a fact, is it not? 

And when the operators were voted down, Mitehell and the na¬ 
tional officers of the union appealed to the referendum. 

Would they have resorted to the referendum if the delegatee had 
voted to accept instead of rejecting the reduction? 

The national officers also had themselves authoriied by the dele¬ 
gates to “explain the situation” to the local unions in sending out the 
vote and this "explanation” took every form that could be devised to 
whip the rank and file into submission to the operators.' 

As an instance ot this "explanation” the speech of Mr. Lewli 
at Linton was a shining success. He was given full credit by the 
capitalist press for hs.ving tamed defeat into victory and carrying the 
day for the rednetion and against the strike. 

Bat to complete the evidence. When the operators were tnmed 
down by Hie miners’ convention and a strike seemed inevitable the 
Pittsburg Post coolly declared that it had it upon the "best anftori^” 
that there' would be no strike, that the miners would give in; and 4en 
it went on to state precisely what the basis of final settlement wonld 
be and that the contract wo^d be signed for two yean.

On the olhrr hnml. .''’rhullz. the man 
whom she was plucking, lived in a miserable bark room in a forlorn old building and was having a haril 
time to support himself and team on the depleted pay. .iml this sort of thing hud hern going on for four 
years. When the aldermen refused to rounlennnre the wrong. Mr.<. Kuhn erhihitcd a receipt signed by 
Schultz giidng her bis team for $t.iO. But it transpired that Schultz, who roul.t not read ICngli.ih. had 
been tricked into signing it. supposing it was merely a gimranlee of work. The board of public works has 
taken sides with the woman and is in a dead-lock with the aldermen. The rase is a typical one. not only 
of the labor-sweating that is carried on with the connivance of the cnpilalislie city anlhorilies. but also of 
the general and pervading passion for skinring the poor and defenseless working class.

’ • ' theologians themselves ire begin¬ 

ning to mutter against it. There were always some rebels against it in 
the church, but, as in various other directions, the saturating, permeat¬ 
ing activity of business morality, has made their voices few and weak 
and they have been overwhelmed by the magnitude of the opposition. 
Under the capitalistic system, too, the spreading of the mspels requires 
monc}’, and class control of the church has been inevitable. And it is 
no vary new thing eitlier. Under feudalism the ruling class ruled the 
diUTch as soon as the example set by Jesus in driving the money-chang¬ 
ers out of the temple had been more or less spent. 'The economic situa¬ 
tion could not long be held at bay. Bcligion lost its purely evangelical 
character when the question of support entered in and it became institn- 
tional, and becoming institutional fell under the control, quite natur¬ 
ally, of the ruling class. It has continued so ever since. The ruling 

class has relied on the church for its greatest security against the re¬ 
pudiation of its rights by the people. In other words, the people have 
ueen ruled through their faiths, and it has been a very potent, a van- 
powerful regulator of the actions of men. Each.nation was the especial 
favorite of God. “Qod reigns, and the government at Washington still 
lives!” exclaimed Lincoln in a trying hour of ttiis nation’s life. “God 

reigns, and the government at St. Petersburg will triumph over its 

enemies,” says the Tsar of all the Russians. There never was a nation 
in Christendom that did not justify its acts by the claim of being the 

r ial protege of God, whether it be given out in a Thanksgiving pro- 
iation of a politician president in a country like the United States 
or by the Tsar of a Russian despotism, who happens to be also the 
head of the national church. 

And however the economic situation may change with the years, it 
is always tho ruling class in power at the time that is also in aintrol 
of the church. Under feudalism it was the royal family and the nobili¬ 
ty. Unoer the capitalism system it is the later form of monarch, the 
capitalist, and with the especial favor of the largest capitalists, the 
Rockefellers, th? Hannas, and so on. The disposec86cd> class eithey oc¬ 
cupies the back pews, of is Rnubbed,out in a social way. A few years 
ago there were many complaints by the clergy that the working ir,an 
Remained away from the church, but it was a last stand. Mostly they 
iiave succumbed to the inevitable, have accepted the situation and sub¬ 
mit to the dominance of the rich and the tradesman class—and (fiioose 
their texts accordingly. Being in Control of the commercial class, the 
churches must ^uare with its .morality. It takes up the brutal com¬ 
mercial moralitv of the Herbert Spencer class of philosophers and 
hunts for phrases in the Bible to support that morality. Thus, what 
church dares to say that profit, interest and rent arc immoral, that the 
exploitation of labor is vampirism, that war is murder, that apccula- 
tion is gambling and worse, that substituting charity for economic jus¬ 
tice is an affront to the producing class, etc., etc. ? Contentment with 
injustice has been set up as a virtue—in the interests of the capitalist
